GOVERNMENT LOAN 
MEASURE SIGNED 


But FDR Says Farm Prices 
Must Not Go Above 
Parity Level 


(By A**ocUt*d Pre**) 
W ABBINGTON, May 2 6 ,-P rcsl- 
dent Roosevelt signed today legis­ 
lation providing for loans on m ajor 
farm crops of 85 per cent of p arity 
but declared th a t he had done so 
with the understanding th a t farm 
prices should not be perm itted to 
go^ above the so-called parity level. 
T he legislation provides for m an ­ 
datory loans on cotton, corn, w heat 
rice and tobacco. 
Mr. Roosevelt said in a statem en t 
th at 
the legislation reflected 
the 
governm ent's objective 
for

years and the fact th a t farm er* 
“did not have and
